Dairy farming is not one of those industries that is 
wholly and essentially man-made. It is not an industry 
built on some mere whim of human nature, or on some 
passing fancy such as that on which the bicycle business 
was built. 

Man existed and man was happy before ever a bicycle 

was invented, before ever a house was built, before gold 
was transformed into jewelry. But can you imagine a 
time when man could be happy or when man could even 
exist without food? 
: The dairy industry is founded on that God-given 
ase’ in human nature that is so much in daily evidence 
rom the,day of birth until the time of death—hunger, 
the need of food. Food is vital. 

To satisfy hunger, man will sell his home, his auto- 
mobile, his household goods. If it can be obtained in no 
other way, he will fight for food, because self-preservation 
is the first law of nature.

At the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association last winter, 
I heard Miss Emery of the University of Wisconsin say 
in her address that in the war hospitals of Europe it was 
found that wounded soldiers who did not have milk and 
butter recovered very slowly from their wounds. These 
same men, given a liberal supply of milk and butter, re- 
covered quickly. : 

This is right in line with the experiments of Dr. Mc- 
Collum which indicate that there is something in milk 
and butter essential to the development of the young, nec- 
essary to the promotion of growth and needed for the 
maintenance of health of adults. According to Dr. McCol- 
lum, these substances are not found in sufficiently large 
proportions in other foods to enable the human body to 
get along satisfactorily without milk and its products. 

As Professor Barnard of Indiana says: “Beef we 
can do without; wheat we can also banish from our ta- 
bles; but, if our children are to grow and continue strong 
and healthy, they must have their mug of milk. The cow 
stands between starved, rickety children and husky youths. 
In her milk peculiar substances that promote growth are 
hes I am trying to say is just this: Not only does 
the dairy cow produce food, not only does she produce a 
cheap food—indeed, perhaps the cheapest—not only are 
dairy products important as food for human beings, but, 
in the light of recent discoveries, we must look upon milk

So much for the foundation on which this industry 
is built. Now let us theorize a bit as to the more distant 
future of the business. The density of population of the 
United States is about 16 people per square mile. In 
Europe it is 120. Dean Davenport has calculated that by 
the end of the present century there will be about 1,200,- 
000,000 people in this country. That would mean a dens- 
ity of population of about 200 people per square mile as 
against the present density in Europe of 120. Think how 
the population of the United States has steadily increased 
within our own memory and it is easy to understand the 
probable accuracy of Dean Davenport’s prophecy. 

Couple with that prophecy another. The late James 
J. Hill, when discussing the food supply of the future 
(and who was more competent in his time than he?), 
prophesied that by the middle of the present century there 
would be a wheat shortage of 400,000,000 bushels. If Dav- 
enport and Hill are correct, there is to be a tremendous 
increase in the population and an enormous grain short- 
age?

Another Holstein community with pep is the one 
around Ft. Scott. A milk condensory with a capacity of 
200,000 pounds a day has been installed recently at this 
place to handle the milk of the neighborhood. There are, 
by the way, more than 150 miles of rock road leading into 
this town, which will make the hauling of milk in trucks 
an easy matter. 

There are many excellent Holstein herds all over the 
state away from the leading centers. Many of these will 
without doubt be the centers from which other big Holstein 
communities will be developed. That is one of the reasons 
why the members of the Kansas Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation are so optimistic over the future. The officers of 
this organization are Ben Schneider, president; A. B. Wil- 
cox, vice-president; and A. S. Neale, secretary-treasurer. 
J. T. Mast, T. M. Ewing and George Lenhart are mem- 
bers of the board of directors. These men are doing very 
ee work and their efforts are resulting in much 
good. 

A mighty successful meeting, which extended over 
three days, was held by the members of this association 
recently. The sales held during this time were very en- 
couraging; 82 animals were sold for an average price of 
$326.76. The highest price for a female was $605, Herman 
Braun of Newton paying this price for Piebe Estata 
Homestead De Kol, consigned by Lee Brothers and Cook 
of Harveyville. This cow has an official record of 23.23 
pounds of butter produced in seven days, at the age of 4 
years 4 months 10 days. 

The need for quality has been urged constantly by 
the members of this association. This was well expressed 
by O. E. Reed, professor of dairy husbandry at the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College, in a little talk before the 
sale started. “If you wish to start in the dairy business, 
start it right at this sale by the purchase of good founda- 
tion stock,” was his advice*to the buyers. “The man who 
buys poor dairy animals because they are cheap will have 
the whole job to do over again.”

Of course dairying requires that a man should 
stay with the job, but that is true of any job that is worth 
while. A high proportion of the Holstein men of Kansas 
have milking machines and other modern equipment.

An advertisement appears in The Dairy, a paper 
published in London which seems very humorous to 
people on this side of the water.

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Teaching Minnesota the Value of Dairy 


In value of products, there is no 
question that food is our greatest in- 
dustry.

Minnesota is the leading butter 
state in the union and ranks among 
the leading states in all phases of the 
dairy industry.

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Late Letters on the Secretaryship 


AN OPEN LETTER FROM MR. 
HARTSHORN 


Dear Fellow Breeders of New York: 

You have received so many letters 
already that I hesitate to address you 
and would not if my personal hon- 
esty and regard for fair dealing were 
not involved. 

Mr. Brockway has stated to you 
that underhanded and unfair means 
were used in the last election of offi- 
cers of the state club, and, as I nomi- 
nated Mr. Stevens, I wish to state the 
facts so far as I had to do with those 
elections and you may judge for your- 
self. Upon arriving in Syracuse I 
was asked to nominate Mr. Stevens 
for president for the coming year, as 
Mr. Powell was going to resign. As 
Mr. Stevens had some years ago 
worked very hard for my election as 
president of the national association, 
I thought it no more than right that 
I shculd now nominate him to this 
office. 

I would also state that Mr. Brock- 
way also aided me in my _ election 
and, in return, I appointed him on the 
finance committee which led up to his 
election to the office he now holds in 
the association. 

When I promised to nominate Mr. 
Stevens, I did not know that there 
was to be another candidate in the 
field, but, after taking my seat in the 
meeting, I learned that they talked 
of Mr. Moyer and I immediately went 
over to Mr. Moyer and asked him con- 
cerning his taking the office and he 
said that he did not want it. 

I therefore returned to my seat and 
nominated Mr. Stevens as I had 
promised to do. After I had nominated 
Mr. Stevens, Mr. Brockway arose and 
nominated Mr. Moyer and, notwith- 
standing that fact, Mr. Moyer cast his 
ballot for M¥. Stevens. 

I will also state that Mr. Moyer in- 
vited me over to his home to stay all 
night which invitation I accepted, as 
Mr. Moyer and I have for a long time 
been warm friends. 

I will also say that while I was at 
Mr. Moyer’s, Mr. Brockway called 
him up on the telephone and talked 
about how Mr. Moyer had been un- 
dermined by his friends. 

Now, I am very sorry if I have 
offended any one in the past. I have 
taken in the affairs of the club and will 
say that what I did was done with a 


sincere desire to do that which I be- - 


lieved to be for the best interests of 
the club and the association. 

I might also further state, that dur- 
ing my stay at Mr. Moyer’s he stated 
that he was not going to take any ac- 
tive part in the coming annual meet- 
ing of the association as he had his 
sale to attend to and was not inter- 
ested. I have given you the facts, as 
I thought I owed it to myself to let 
the breeders know. what they were. 

I am a lover of peace and desire 
to be friendly with every member of 
the association. I believe my record 
as president of the national association 
will bear me out in the above state- 
ment, for certainly there never was a 
more harmonious period in the history 
of our association than during that 
time. 

If any who have sent me their proxy 


think that I am underhanded or un- 
fair or that I really have not the best 
interests of our association at heart, 
I will gladly return the proxy, but on 
the other hand, if have always 
worked for the best interests of the 
breed and you believe me competent to 
vote your proxy, I will gladly do so. 

I wish to say also that all proxies 
sent to the proxy committee of the 
state club will be voted as you may 
dictate so far as officers go, and that 
we wish to use them for the passing 
of the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Kellogg. 

We wish to use them for this amend- 
ment in order that our association 
may be founded upon good, sound 
business, efficient, harmonious and 
democratic principles. 

Business, because all large business 
corporations have adopted this sys- 
tem. 

Efficient, because our paid officers 
as well as our board can give us more 
satisfactory service. 

Harmonious, because there would 
be a unity of effort that we cannot 
possibly have by our present system. 

Democratic, because the interests 
of the individual membership will 
thus be better served. 

All large corporations have thor- 
oughly demonstrated that the interests 
of the stockholders can be protected 
in no other way. 

Some say that we do not wish to 
put the affairs of our association in 
a few men’s hands, while we are now 
leaving it in no one’s hands. 

By our by-laws we give our board 
power and then we turn around and 
shear them of that power by our 
present system. 

During the present controversy, 
our board has not dared to come out 
and tell us who is to blame. 

We also lay our secretary open to 
unjust attacks without any protection. 

We are cited to our government as 
an example of an organization that 
has not adopted this system. 

f our government had our proxy 
system and a board of unpaid officers 
as watch-dogs over the affairs of the 
government, they would be forced to 
adopt the same system that all busi- 
ness organizations have been forced 
to adopt.

annual meeting in Milwaukee, it was 
that we might be prepared to meet 
fairly any issues that might arise.

You have, 


this great Holstein-Friesian Associa- 


tion of America. We breeders of Min- 
nesota have no countenance for per- 
sonal attacks, either upon Mr. Hough- 
ton or Mr. Field. 

I have been one of your directors 
for seven years, and have endeavored 
to represent you faithfully. I have had 
the honor of serving you in various ca- 
pacities, have been in regular attend- 
ance at our annual meetings for 15 
years, and I wish to assure you that 
the prospects for breeders of Holsteins 
have never been brighter, nor condi- 
tions more favorable than they ap- 
pear now. Furthermore, the need of 
united action, not only of all Holstein 
breeders but of the whole dairy in- 
dustry, is imperative. Whatever plans 
are developed at the meeting at Mil- 
waukee, the future of the breed is 
assured and a definite policy of 
progress will be maintained. I believe 
we all realize, though not many of us 
fully appreciate, the great work ac- 
complished for our breed by President 
Aitken and by Director F. F. Field, 
in their official capacity. They have 
given ideas and rendered services 
which we could not hire at any price, 
and both should be re-elected. 

Six at least of your nine directors 
will continue in office, and your di- 
rectors are responsible to you for the 
proper conduct of the affairs and 
policies which you indicate. You elect 
them direct, and, according to the 
laws under which we are incorporated, 
neither the president, secretary, treas- 
urer, nor superintendent of advanced 
registry, but the board of directors 
alone, are responsible to you for the 
conduct of the association. 

This has been the case for the last 
few years, and I, for one, appreciate 
the approval of the present condition 
of our association, as expressed most 
emphatically by everyone who has re- 
cently addressed our individual mem- 
bers. We especially appreciate 
from some of our New York mem 


who vigorously opposed the new char- 
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association, which makes 
4g oe to hold our annual meet- 
it poss! Le York 

‘ngs outside the state of New York. 

e appreciate the cordial hospital- 
ity with which they welcomed us 
every year to our annual meeting in 
Syracuse, and even insisted that we 
take up our permanent abode in a 
permanent building in their city. The 
matter of Mr. Houghton and ‘Mr. 
Gardner being able to serve us under 
this change of location, however, 
seemed to them of little consequence 
at that time. I recall now how many 
of them thought it a real catastrophe 
when Mr. Gardner was elected super- 
intendent of advanced registry, be- 
cause he was located away out in Wis- 
consin. I am sure no one would think 
of dispensing with his services now. 
I would be pleased to go to Syracuse 
for our next annual meeting, but I 
would not like to be compelled to do 
so by proxies secured by inflammable 
letters purporting to be solely to se- 
cure Mr. Houghton’s election. 

It may not be generally known that 
President Aitken, F. F. Field and 
Judge O. U. Kellogg were the com- 
mittee of three appointed by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association to draft our 
present by-laws, under which our 
greatest progress has been made. 
That they did good work, all of us 
realize, but in the development of a 
great association, by-laws must be 
changed from time to time to meet 
changing conditions, and those who 
know these gentleman know that 
their fidelity in service for the breed 
has been such as to prove them 
worthy of our confidence. It was the 
plan evolved by Mr. Field that proved 
acceptable, and made it possible to 
hold our annual meetings in different 
parts of the United States, that the 
inspiration and influence of these 
meetings might be general. To the 
ability and force of F. F. Field is 
largely due the success of our pub- 
licity work. At all times, Mr. Field 
has freely submitted his ideas, but 
acted only according to the direction 
of the board and the members at our 
annual meetings. In doing so, he 
seems to have at times lacked the 
support and even incurred the enmity 
of our secretary; and we now find 
our secretary appealing to the mem- 
bership for re-election on his former 
good services, which will allow him 
to support or reject the policies di- 
rected by the membership and _ for 
which the directors are responsible. 

These instances are enumerated to 
show that the men who have put time 
and thought into the affairs of our 
association are genuine in their desire 
for the adoption of the best policies 
for the breeders, and they are big 
enough to adapt themselves to chang- 
ing conditions and to accede to the 
opinions of the majority. 

There is not a member of our board 
who has not enjoyed the friendship 
of Secretary Houghton, and who has 
not wanted him to fill the office of 
Secretary, and who has not appre- 
ciated the work he has done for our 
breed. And the adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment does not prevent 
Mr. Houghton’s election as our secre- 
tary. 

You will elect your directors, you 
will indicate what they are to do, and 
expect them to put their best judg- 


ment, time and efforts into the fulfill- 
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ment of your policy; but then, will 
you choose their secretary and place 
in his hands a political big stick en- 
abling him at will to defeat or serve 
their requirements? You make him 
independent of the board and a law 
unto himself in an association where 
others are responsible. No directorate 
of a business corporation would sub- 
mit to being responsible for an offi- 
cer over whom they have no jurisdic- 
tion. 4 

We have been most fortunate in 
the progress made during the incum- 
bency of Mr. Houghton, and we would 
have no desire for his removal, but the 
present system has been an expensive 
one for our association. I believe the 
principles underlying these amend- 
ments are sound and the motives ab- 
solutely sincere for the best interests 
of the association. It would be sad, 
indeed, if the directors whom we hold 
responsible for the welfare and pros- 
perity of our association could not be 
trusted to select for secretary the man 
who is best qualified and most effi- 
cient. If you cannot trust your board 
of directors, how can you trust your 
secretary? I am absolutely confident 
that, had the by-laws been so drawn, 
there would have been no question re- 
garding Mr. Houghton’s re-election at 
the present time. 

There will be many questions to 
consider at the annual meeting aside 
from those affecting the secretaryship, 
including the location of the next 
meeting and the appropriation of 
funds. And we would appreciate any 
suggestions you wish to offer. Weare 
urging, however, that you be repre- 
sented by those whose interests are 
identical with yours, that your proxies 
may not be used to defeat your own 
desires in matters other than the 
points at issue. 


We are not soliciting proxies in 
New York, nor where interests are 
not identical with your own. We be- 
lieve we are entitled to know your 
wishes and receive your support. If 
you do not expect to be present and 
have not already authorized us or your 
local representative to vote for you, 
we would be pleased to have you sign 
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the proxy sent you, and mail it to us 
immediately, as the time is short.

_ Dear Sir: Your recent communica- 
tion addressed to me as a fellow 
breeder, asking for my proxy to be

I must herewith beg to return the 
proxy card unsigned and decline my 
support to your candidate. 


As to whom the anonymous char- 
acter is that you refer to as appearing 
in the role of the Kaiser, I have no 
information, and hence cannot pass 
judgment; but from a personal ex- 
perience with Mr. Houghton as secre- 
tary of the association and some other 
gentlemen active in the control of the 
policy of the association, I feel as to 
them exceptionally well qualified to 
speak. I will say, withont reserva- 
tion, that I am convinced that these 
gentlemen are not suitable to direct 
the affairs thereof. I believe that 
their policy is such that eventually, 
if perpetuated, will result in the de- 
struction of the confidence now re- 
posed in the registration of cattle, 
and that a registration certificate will 
at a not very remote date be regarded 
as (permitting me to use the expres- 
sion in your letter) “merely a scrap 
of paper.”

Surrounding the rural towns of 
West Winfield and Bridgewater are 
very productive vale farms and on 
these farms are grown and developed 
grade and purebred Holsteins.

Our next stop was at the Level- 
acres Farm owned by Linn Kinne. 
The stock here would gladden the 
eye of any good dairyman and Mr.

purity of the breed and accuracy of 
its pedigrees, and a persistent, con- 
scientious and efficient effort to as- 
certain all offenders and upon convic- 
tion give to such offenders adequate 
and severe punishment; also men 
powerful and influential enough to 
inject these principles into the or- 
ganization. Unless these principles 
are to be fundamental and to main- 
tain as such, the association cannot 
lung endure. 

Your letter would indicate that per- 
haps this time has come, and I hope 
that the combination of breeders 
therein referred to may comprise such 
men as I have described. However, 
whatever may be the personnel or 
their ambition, their cause certainly is 
just. I have no acquaintance what- 
ever in the association, and | am not 
for these men nor anyone else. More- 
over, I am nct against Mr. Houghton 
personally, but I am certainly against 
the principles for which he stands in 
the conduct of this organization, and 
I think someone should be substi- 
tuted. 

My surprise is that a breeder with 
a reputation for integrity, such as I 
have information concerning you, 
should be championing men in sym- 
pathy with the principles for which 
your supporters stand. However, 
this may be explained by the fact 
that you are unaware of any circum- 
stance such as | have in mind and will 
hereinafter refer to, and after you 
have examined the facts of this case— 
which I assume you will do—I shall 
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be very much interested to know 
your attitude. To my notion, it re- 
quires but one illustration such as 
these facts will disclose to bring a 
person of an open mind to a definite 
conclusion. 


Prior to 1911, two men and I had 
been on different occasions looking at 
and pricing various cattle belonging 
to a member of this association, sup- 
posedly registered or entitled thereto. 
By coincidence, we were discussing 
the circumstances and our several ex- 
periences, when we developed what 
appeared to be a discrepancy in regis- 
tration, and which later developed 
that the owner of these supposedly 
registered animals had sold and regis- 
tered to one of the above men, two 


‘ calves out of grade cows. We'imme- 


diately notified Mr. Houghton by 
telephone and importuned him to take 
action in this matter at a time when 
an investigation would have disclosed 
a false registration without involving 
the veracity of any person. Mr. 
Houghton’s conduct and attitude in 
this matter, which is a long story, is 
accountable for my conviction as to 
him. Suffice it to say, that the two 
calves were concededly grades, but the 
man who attempted to perpetuate this 
fraud in the sale thereof is now a 
member of the association in good 
standing, registering stock with the 
same freedom as before and as any 
other breeder, and more popular with 
Mr. Houghton than the men who 
brought this circumstance to his at- 
tention.

The eleventh report from Superin- 
tendent Gardner, covering the records 
reported to his office during the 
period of April 6th to April 15th, is 
indeed one of the best of the year. 


It contains the reported tests of no 
less than four 40-pound cows and 
places a new world’s champion in 
both the junior four-year-old and 
senior three-year-old classes. The 
Holstein breed has reached the point 
where it can show four 40-pound 
cows in one report, which is setting 
a pretty good pace. 


Fairview Korndyke Mata, whose 
likeness graced the front cover of the 
World of May llth, is the highest 
record cow in the report, and, with 
her production of 47.11 pounds butter, 
becomes the second highest reported 
cow in the world, also the highest 
record daughter of her sire as well as 
becoming world’s champion for com- 
bined milk and butter production in 
both the seven- and 30-day divisions. 
For seven days, this marvelous ani- 
mal produced 801.5 pounds of milk— 
an average of 114.4 pounds per day. 
For 30 days she produced 3,216.6 
pounds of milk, or an average of 107 
pounds per day. 


Closely following Mata in point of 
milk production is the old “standby,” 
Tilly Alcartra. Here is a cow uni- 
versally known as the greatest and 
most consistent milk producer of the 
breed and it is doubtful if the record 
of any one animal commands more 
respect from breeders than does this 
new record of 40.78 pounds butter for 
Tilly Alcartra. True to her form, 
Tilly gave the milk. She made 724 
pounds in seven days, 3,135 pounds 
in 30 days and 6,227 pounds in 60 
days. Hats off to Tilly Alcartra! 


Sadie Lynch Lunde Korndyke, a 
granddaughter of King of the Pon- 
tiacs and owned in the Pine Grove 
Herd, where Fairview Korndyke Mata 
is also owned, makes the splendid rec- 
ord of 38.19 pounds butter, giving 
over 650 pounds of milk. In the list 
of cows producing above 28 pounds 
of fat, we find Pietertje Korndyke 
Abbekerk, whose likeness appeared on 
the front cover of tlhe World on April 
13th. This cow is a granddaughter of 
Pontiac Korndyke and made her rec- 
ord of 35.46 pounds of butter from 713 
pounds of milk in the Hollywood 
Farm herd, Hollywood, Wash. The 
other cow in this class is Change 
Princess Butter Boy with 35.20 pounds 
of butter from 565 pounds of milk. 
She is owned by Jabez Smith & Son, 
New Jersey. 

Twenty-one other cows in the full- 
aged class enter the 30-pound list. 
While some of them are repeaters, it 
shows the Holstein breed is made of 
the right timber to come back and 
duplicate its earlier performances. 
While it is impossible to mention all 
of these great animals, we feel that 
honorable mention is due the cow 
Daisy Segis De Kol, owned by A. A. 
Cortelyou and sired by a son of King 
Segis. This cow, while she made 
only a little more than 30 pounds of 
butter in seven days, made a most re- 
markable milk production for seven, 
30 and 60 days, producing 6,148 pounds 
in the last period. 
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In the senior four-year-old class, 
we find the leader to be Mabel Onyx 
Hengerveld, a granddaughter of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, bred by the veteran 
showman, R. E.*Haeger, and owned 
by D. G. Maxwell of lowa. She leads 
the class with the production of 32.81 
pounds butter, and is closely followed 
by Nellie Concordia Pontiac, a grand- 
daughter of King of the Pontiacs, 
owned by the Pine Grove Herd. This 
latter heifer made 32.75 pounds butter. 
Five other heifers in this class entered 
the 30-pound list, one of them being 
K. P. Pelham De Kol, a daughter of 
King of the Pontiacs, She made 31.01 
pounds butter, and only recently her 
full sister, we understand, has made 
close to 43 pounds. 





In the junior four-year-old class 
we find a new champion, Lady Neth- 
erland Pontiac, a daughter of King 
Pontiac Konigen.. This heifer is also 
owned in the Pine Grove Herd and, 
with her production of 43.59 pounds 
butter, takes the honor from Wander- 
meere Belle Hengerveld. Second and 
third positions in this class are held 
by two animals owned in the Oneida 
Community herd. The better of these 
two heifers, Viola Aaggie Princess, 
makes 33.22 pounds butter and _ the 
other, Rose Pledge Segis, makes 33.11 
pounds butter. The other animal in 
the class of those producing above 26 
pounds fat is Hollywood Jewel Fayne, 
a Washington bred animal that shows 
a production of 32.50 pounds. Two 
other animals in this division entered 
the 30-pound class, one of them being 
a granddaughter of King of the Pon- 
tiacs. 





Perhaps the most remarkable record 
in this entire report is that of Rag 
Apple Korndyke Pontiac, a _ Pine 
Grove product and daughter of Rag 
Apple Korndyke 8th, that, with her 
production of 42.42 pounds butter 
from 665.6 pounds milk, becomes the 
world’s champion senior three-year- 
old, thus displacing Lady Pontiac Jo- 
hanna with her reocrd of 41.81 pounds. 
Rag Apple Korndyke Pontiac is an in- 
tensely inbred Pontiac Korndyke 
heifer and her record only tends to 
show the possibilities in the way of 
judicious inbreeding. While this rec- 
ord so far surpasses all others in this 
class, it is only proper that the show- 
ing of Aralia De Kol Pontiac Mead, 
owned in the herd of A. W. Morris 
& Sons of California, should be men- 
tioned. This heifer gets away with 
the splendid production of 34.42 
pounds of butter in seven days and 
for 60 days gets a credit of 251.39 
pounds. These are the only two ani-

‘Closely following this 
heifer is Molly Fayne Alcartra,. a 
granddaughter of King of the Pon- 
tiacs, that makes 23.83 pounds. Nine 
other animals in this class crossed the 
20-pound mark.

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A TRI-COUNTY CALF CONTEST 
IN MINNESOTA 


Plans for a dairy calf contest, which 
promises to arouse much interest, 
were perfected at a joint committee 
meeting of the Holstein and Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Associations of Blue 
Earth, Le Sueur, and Nicollet coun- 
ties of Minnesota, within the past 
couple of weeks. This is not a state 
contest, but since three counties have 
combined in the enterprise some very 
substantial prizes will be offered. A 
large enrollment has already been 
made up and now that plans have 
been made and prizes arranged for, 
the enrollment will naturally assume 
even larger numbers. M. H. Coe, assist- 
ant county agricultural agent, will su- 
pervise the work and the committee 
in charge of affairs is composed of J. 
C. Marlow, A. Mitchell and T. C. 
Norman. 


The plan of the contest is to secure 
calves on easy terms for the boys and 
girls who will feed and raise them. 
The calf project provides for each 
contestant feeding and caring for at 
least one calf for a period of not 
less than four months. Records must 
start not later than June 15th, and the 
contest closes October 15th. The calf 
may be purebred or grade of either 
the Holstein or Guernsey breed. If 
purebred it must be registered. If a 
grade calf, it must have been sired by 
a purebred and name of sire must be 
given. 

The closing of the contest will be 
marked with the holding of a big tri- 
county calf show at Mankato during 
the week of October 21st, next fall,

PROPER NUTRITION REQUIRES 
MILK 


In addressing the faculty and stu- 
dents of the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege quite recently, Dr. E. V. McCol- 
lum of Johns Hopkins University ad- 
vanced the argument that, without a 
liberal supply of milk or leafy vege- 
tables in the diet, one cannot maintain 
the proper state of nutrition. Dr. Mc- 
Collum spoke in part as foliows: 

“The proper diet will bring about 
aggressiveness, ambition, and achieve- 
ment in the individual. One does not 
need meat in the diet. The protein 
in milk is worth three times its equiva- 
lent weight in wheat or other grains. 

“Animals will not thrive when re- 
stricted to a diet constituted solely of 
seed food. No animal ever was suc- 
cessfully raised which did not make 
liberal use of a supply of leafy vege- 
tables. Experiments made with groups 
of domestic rats proved that if their 
diet was derived solely from one seed 
product or a mixture of seed prod- 
ucts they would not grow and the 
death rate was greater, but if the 
grain was mixed with some leafy 
vegetable or dried milk they con- 
tinued to have normal health.

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MR. HOOVER ON THE DAIRY 
SITUATION 


The dairy situation in this country 
is such that we believe that special ef- 
forts should be made to secure a more 
liberal use of milk and its products 
for the coming summer. The block- 
ing up of exports of condensed milk 
and other dairy products caused, we 
understand, in part by the reduction 
in overseas transportation, together 
with the public agitation during the 
winter relative to the price of city 
milk supplies, is leading to an ac- 
cumulation of stocks in excess of pres- 
ent demands. The conservation cam- 
paign has also resulted in a material 
reduction in the use of whole-milk as 
well as other dairy products. 

It is of the utmost importance to 
the public welfare that. there be a 
steady maintenance in production, and 
when one considers that dairying en- 
ables the maximum percentage of 
rough forage and feeding stuffs that 
have but little human food value ex- 
cept as used through livestock, to be 
converted into readily available hu- 
man food, it is essential that such in- 
dustries be not only conserved but 
stimulated. If this is done, conserva- 
tion must see that complete utiliza- 
tion of products follows: 

We recommend, therefore, as fol- 
lows: 

1. The Food Administration should 
give wide«publicity to its present pol- 
icy of recommending the liberal use of 
milk in order to correct any misun- 
derstanding which still lingers in the 
minds of people that this food prod- 
uct, which is so rich in growth-pro- 
moting qualities and so essential to 
well-being, especially of the young, 
should be curtailed in use. 

2. That a campaign be conducted 
which will teach the »ublic a more cor- 
rect appreciation of the relative val- 
ues of dairy products. 

3. We cordially approve the edu- 
cational and demonstrational work 
which the Department of Agriculture 
is now inaugurating in the utilization 
of skim-milk and buttermilk as hu- 
man food instead of stock feed, and 
believe that such work, if rapidly ex- 
tended this season, will be instru- 
mental in utilizing large quantities of 
highly nutritious food products. 

4. We recommend that efforts be 
made to secure the adoption of such 
additional staple dairy products as 
cheese in the army and navy rations, 
as this is a concentrated, highly nu- 
tritious food product, capable: of 
transportation with the minimum use 
of cargo space. 

5. The fundamental importance of 
fluid milk in human nutrition makes it 
imperative that this essential food 
supply be furnished to the consumer 
at stabilized prices based upon the 
cost of production and distribution 
with a fair return to producer, dis- 
tributor or manufacturer. We heartily 
approve of the creation of the region- 
al milk ‘commissions established by 
the Food Administration to determine 
the cost of producing and distributing 
milk in its various forms, coupled with 
a reasonable return to the parties pro- 
ducing or handling the same, in the 
territories where controversies be- 
tween the parties could not be ad- 
justed through conferences conducted 
by the representatives of the various 
interests engaged in the milk indus- 
try and the Food Administration. We

evident that there is a possibility of 
expanding much more readily the pro- 
duction of vegetable than such ani- 
mal fats as dairy products. With the 
Overseas transportation in such a con- 
dition as to curtail seriously export 
trade, and the likelihood that this 
summer season is going to see a 
marked surplus in dairy products, we 
believe that it should be the policy of 
the Food Administration to recom- 
mend the wise but more liberal use 
of butter, cheese, condensed milk and 
ice cream, with the ultimate view in 
mind that the supply of dairy prod- 
ucts be maintained and the industry 
not unduly suffer from the produc- 
tion and consequent demoralization 
this summer. By so doing, the indus- 
try will be in position to meet the in- 
evitable demand from the allies when 
shipping facilities become improved 
bv the fall. When we recognize how 
greatly reduced the milk resources of 
Britain and France are, where such a 
large percentage of dairy animals have 
had to be sacrificed, it is imperative 
that we protect the last remaining 
milk reserve of the belligerent na- 
tions.

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Some Seasonable Suggestions 

Almost any infectious or contagious 
disease, such as infantile paralysis, 
diarrhoea, typhoid, scarlet fever or 
measles, is carried by flies. Flies are 
the babies’ worst enemies. Screen 
your house. Screen the baby’s bed. 
Never permit a fly to light on the nip- 
ple of the baby’s bottle. Never give a 
child milk into which a fly has fallen. 
Sprinkle chloride of lime or kerosene 
over vaults, garbage boxes, manure 


piles and refuse of every sort. Burn 
every bit of refuse possible. Your 
baby’s life may depend upon these 


sanitary measures. 


Milk from a herd of healthy cows is 
better for baby than that from a 
single cow. Milk from one cow is 
affected by what she eats and by her 
slightest ailment. Baby illness has 
been traced to the milk which came 
from a cow that was chased by a dog 
and so became overheated. Babies 
thrive when fed on Holstein herd- 
milk which has been properly cooked 
and kept. 

It is disappointing to go out to the 
garden some morning and find the 
delicate new plants broken off and 
lying on the ground. This is the work 
of the cut-worm, who is a Kaiser and 
a Hindenburg together where plant 
ruin is concerned. The cut-worm 
is fat and grayish in color, about an 
inch long, and has a neat pair of 
pincers in his head. He can prob- 
ably be found just under the surface 
of the soil and, of course, should be 
immediately squashed without leaving 
a trace; but, to make sure that no 
more of his, fellows bother, mix up 
the following which to them is even 
more delectable than green shoots: a 
quart of bran, a tablespoon or more 
molasses, and a teaspoon of paris 
green. Sprinkle this crumbly mix- 
ture around each plant and the cut- 
worm family may decide to leave for 
more hospitable parts. 


There is a curious insect called 
“ants’ cow” which principally infects 
the pea family. It is tiny and green 
and its mission on earth is to stick 
its minute, sharp bill into the stem 
of the plant and suck away the sap, 
causing its death. The ants tickle 
these little vermin and they give out 
tiny drops of honey of which the 
ants are very fond. Hence the uame. 
To rid sweet-peas and many other 
plants of the aphis, tobacco dust must 
be blown all over the vines early in 
the morning while the dew is yet on. 
Lady-bugs relish these “ants’ cows,” 
so never kill a lady-bug. 

A Misleading Statement 

In the May issue of Good House- 
keeping Magazine, an inquirer asks 
Dr. Harvey Wiley ‘if the following 
statement taken from a Los Angeles 
paper is true: “Milk is nature’s food 
for the growing young of man or 
beast; it was never intended as a food 
for healthy adults. The excess of 
bone-forming constituent in milk 
tends to premature old age, a hard- 
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ening of the arteries and other ills too 
numerous to mention. Adults use 
great quantities of milk which might 
well be avoided.” 

Dr. Wiley replies: 

“The whole statement is an error. 
Milk is a perfectly suitable food for 
adults. It is true that they can live 
without it or without butter and 
cheese, but they are better with it. 
Soured milk, especially, is regarded 
by many eminent physicians as con- 
ducive to long life. I am wondering 
where the writer of that article got 
his information. I have never seen 
any statements in any scientific or 
medical literature bearing out his as- 
sertions.” 

The writer who took it upon him- 
self to mislead the public so viciously 
regarding one of the greatest foods 
produced ought to be hung to the 
highest tree. It is such propaganda 
that we must fight by more and ever- 
lasting publicity on the milk ques- 
tion. 


Better Care For Mothers 


Injure the twig ever so slightly, 
while it is still a twig, and you will 
have serious trouble when it gets to 
be a tree.

Substitutes (No, Not Oleo) 


Potatoes can be used in cakes 
cookies, and even pastry, with excel- 
lent and economical results. Sub- 
stitute one cupful of mashed potato for 
one-half cup milk and, one-half cup 
flour in cake. Beat with remaining 
milk till very light. Foods so pre- 
pared keep moist much longer and 
are quite as delicious. Use six or 
seven good sized potatoes in a five- 
loaf batch of bread. After experi- 
menting, it will be found easy to com- 
bine the nutritious potato in all dishes 
where flour is called for. 


The rice, white corn meal and po- 
tato flours are the favorite substitutes 
in most homes. The unfair thing 
about it is that these flours are al- 
most double the price of wheat. in 
many instances. This, of course, 
causes hardships and irritation and 
some way should be found to remedy 
matters. Barley is well liked by 
those who are not partial to a snow- 
white loaf, as its flavor is good. The 
pure white rice and potato flours 
seem the equal of wheat in baked 
goods but the articles made from 
them are more costly.

The farmers hava 
since bought a co-operative limestone 
crusher, and the 1,200 tons ordered 
for the county are beirg produced at 
half price. Shawano county farmers 
also found several acid samples, and 
the county agent is ordering crushed 
limestone for the county. 

In Green and Iowa counties lime- 
stone quarries have been located and 
a crusher is being operated at various 
points in the county. In Green county 
700 tons of rock were ordered before 
April Ist. In Iowa the outcropping 
limestone all over the county allows 
the crusher to operate on several dif- 
ferent farms, so that the cost of haul- 
ing is considerably lessened. —

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THE FUTURE OF THE BREED 


In the World of May 18th, there 
appeared on page 16 some little talks 
by several of our Holstein leaders 
on “The Future of the Breed.” Among 
these were the opinions of our great- 
ly respected association president, D. 
D. Aitken, who said among other 
things: “I believe now, as I always 
have, that one of the weak features of 
our Holstein-Friesian industry is the 
viewpoint taken by a great many 
breeders of our cattle. They forget 
they are Holstein-Friesian breeders 
and seem to feel that they are simply 
dairymen whose time is devoted ex- 
clusively to the production of milk, 
butter or cheese, while my idea is that 
a Holstein-Friesian breeder should 
consider first the offspring of his ani- 
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mals and the raising of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, and that the milk, but- 
ter and cheese should be an incident 
to his business; in other words, a by- 
product.” 

May I presume to disagree in a 
measure with Mr. Aitken, and give 
my reasons for so doing? I would 
like to speak for the beginner in pure- 
breds—the average ambitious dairy- 
man who finds himself dissatisfied 
with scrubs and grades and believes 
that he can make a better living with 
a better cow. There have been thous- 
ands like him since the first black and 
white from Holland was imported and 
who have been converted to our Hol- 
stein ranks because of the brimming 
milk-pail. The breed has proved to 
them that blue blood and top produc- 
tion go hand in hand, and, because 
money talks and more milk brings in

come to us with outstretched 
hands, every country in Europe, 
and say to us, ‘We must have milk; 
give us canned milk; give us dry 
milk; give us butter; give us cheese; 
give us dairy cattle; give us animals 
to build up our dairy herds again.’ 
And unless America has stimulated 
the production of dairy products, 
has increased the supply of dairy 
animals far beyond anything in the 
past, we will be utterly unable to 
supply this demand. We will sup- 
ply as much of it as we can, because 
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they are going to be willing to pay 
practically any reasonable price for 
our livestock; and we will supply so 
much of it that our own resource: 
will be exhausted. Then this coun- 
try will be without sufficient dairy 
products.” 

It is true there have been some, 
well informed, who did not agree 
with Mr. Vrooman. While admit- 
ting a shortage of 30,000,000 cattle in 
the warring countries of Europe, 
they pointed out that this does not 
necessarily mean dairy cattle. They 
emphasize the fact that the beef an- 
imals would naturally be slaughter- 
ed first, the poor producing dairy 
second, and that the good dairy cows

_ But, in spite of the solid founda- 
tion on which the dairy industry 
rests, in spite of the hopeful out- 
look for the more distant future 
years and the optimistic view we can 
take of the immediate future, 
the dairy industry is today face to 
face with a most discouraging situa- 
tion. 

There are two great obstacles at 
the present moment which stand in 
the way of the prosperity of the 
men who own cows. 

Forty-four per cent of the milk 
produced in the United States goes 
into the making of butter; 41 per 
cent is used on the farms for drink 
and sold as market milk—85 per 
cent of the entire milk production 
being marketed either in the form 
of butter or as milk for household 
use. 

In the market milk situation, what 
do we find? ‘Consumers warring 
against milk producers; newspapers 
damning dairymen; the federal gov- 
ernment. and the states indicting 
producers for alleged violations of 
anti-trust laws; consumers  curtail- 
ing purchases of milk with every 
half-cent advance in price, though 
other products may advance by 
leaps and bounds without protest and 


without proportionate decrease in 
purchases. 

What about butter? Ask your 
grocer, ask any grocer. If you find 


what I have found, you will learn that 
today the average grocer 1s selling 
60 pounds of substitute for every 40 
pounds of butter—that an average of 
the past 12 months will show sales 
of more butter substitutes than of 
butter. ; ; 
And why is this? Price? Yes, in 
part. But you business men know 
that a product having the merits of 
butter can be sold at satisfactory 
prices and in satisfactory volume 
in competition with inferior substi 
tutes even though the price differ- 
ence be very great. The makers 0 
butter substitutes are getting the 
business pretty largely because = 
are better aegree : pi page= 
judge by the rapid incre 
ae ot Sunita substitutes, the adver 
tised slogan of one of them — 
perhaps be well on, the way br 
accomplished fact.

In closing, this is the thought ! 
would leave with you: In spite of 
the fact that the dairy industry is 
built upon a most solid foundation 
and in spite of the fact that, if we 
ignore the present situation, the fu- 
ture outlook justifies the greatest of 
optimism, we are face to face, to- 
day, with obstacles that must be 
overcome if the dairy farmers of 
America are to cash in on the op- 
portunity for great profit and great 
progress which is before them. 

The consumers of milk who have 
been stirred to anger, and who now 
are in fighting mood against milk 
producers because of ignorance o 
the value of dairy products and ig- 
norance of conditions in the dairy 
industry, must be sold on the mer- 
its of milk. And the butter indus- 
try must be helped to full recovery 
and in future protected against in- 
roads such as are being made today 
by the better merchandising meth- 
ods of the substitutes. 

These two great obstacles are to 
be overcome not by legislation, but 
only by real salesmanship; and, u 
a business such as this, real sales 
manship must take the form very 
largely of publicity and advertising.

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LOUISIANA DAIRY NEWS 


The recent warm weather has in- 
creased the amount of sour tnilk 
being shipped to New Orleans to a 
great extent. The dairymen should 
see that their milk is produced under 
the most sanitary conditions possi- 
ble, is cooled immediately after milk- 
ing to 50 degrees, and that all uten- 
sils used are cleaned thoroughly and 
sterilized before being used. These 
preventive measures will save much 
milk and money for the dairymen. 

A number of dairymen have been 
shipping bitter milk recently, which 
is no doubt due to dairy cattle eating 
bitter weeds. Geo. L. Gayden, one of 
the largest and most progressive dai- 
rymen who ships milk, savs that bit- 
ter weeds grow on poor land that has 
not been cultivated recently. He sug- 
gests that these pastures be planted 
to velvet beans, which will furnish 
a good winter pasture, improve the 
land rapidly, and destroy the bitter 
weeds. Mr. Gayden states further 
that bitter weeds do not usually grow 
on the good pastures, and if they do, 
there is sufficient grass for the cows 
and they will not eat the bitter weeds 
when they have sufficient grass. 

Remember that milk is the most 
important human food, is_ usually 
consumed raw, and should be handled 
with the utmost care.
